Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art teaches the invention essentially as claimed but teaches separation of the mold 
only after solder solidification. In the embodiment (Figure 16) teaching mold separation 
while solder is molten (col 8 lines 6-21), the mold comprises only a single part with no 
separate matrix. See Ference (USPN 5244143).
